k) provide for the exercise of certain extra-provincial jurisdiction of the Central 

Oovemment. 

Whhbbas by treaty, grant, usage, eufferanco^’ and other lawful means, 
the Central Government has, and may heieafter acquire, jurisdceticin in and in 
relation to areas outside I he IToxinoeH of India ; 

And wmbbbas an emergency has arisen which makes it necessary to providti 
fcjr matters relating to the exercise of the said jurisdiction ; 

Nuw, 'j’HEUEFoBE, iu exei'cise of the powers conferred bj' section 42 of the Gov- 
ernment of India Act, ] 9155 (26 Geo. 6, c. 2), as adaplod by the India (Provisional 
Constitution) Order, 1947, the Goveuioi General is ploasod to make and promulgate 
the following Ordinauoe 

1. Short title and commenewnent. — (i) This tlrdinanco ma;y' be called the Extra- 
Provincial Jurisdiction Ordinance, 1947. 

(2) It shall come uito force at once, 

8. Definitions.- In this Ordinance, — 

(a) “ extra-provincial juiisdiotioii ” means any jurisdiction which by 

treaty, grant, usage, suffenince or other lanliil moans, the Central Govoniment 

has for the time being iu or in relation to any area outside the Pi'oviucos , 

(h) “ jurisdiction ” includes rights, power and authority. 

3. Exercise Ol jnrisdiction.— (I) It shall be lawful for the Central Government 
to exercise extra-provincial jiirisdictjon in such manner as it thinlcs fit. 

(2) The Central Covoinmcnt may delegate urr\- such jurisdiction as aforesaid 
to any officer or arithorily in such manner and to such extent as it thinks fit. 
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4, Pf wcir to raate orders.— (?) 'Hk- ('H iiti-al Gus'Hrjimont may, by jiotificalyui 
ill tliw ufii'‘ial Gtt/iOtto, niHl<-n huGi orrb'i-' jH may .siitim to it oxpediout for tho offortive 
exfiii'inr of miv o'ttra-provim-ial jiirihiJictdon of the (’ontriil Govorinnent, 

(2) Without ptejudiro to the jjenoraiity of tbe powers eoaferred by nub-Heftiov 
(1), any order made under that Hub-sootion may provide— 

(а) for deteiniining tlio law and procedure to be observed, Avbotber by 
ajiplyiug with or without modifleatioiis all or any of the inovisiona of anj 
eimetment in fwco in any Pi’ovjnee or other-wise ; 

(б) for determining the persons who are to exercise jurisdiction, either 
generally' or in' particular edassos of cases, and the powers to be exercised by 
tL<nn ; 

(r) for dotemiiuiiig the courts, judges, magistrates and authorities by 
whom, and for regulating the manner in which, any jurisdiction auxiliary or 
incidental to or coirs equential on the jurisdiction exercised under this Ordinance 
is to he exercised in the Th-oviiices ; and 

{(/) for regulating the amount, collection and aiiplication of foes. 

6. Validity ol acts done in pursuance ot juriadictlon.— Eveiy act and thing done 
in pursuance of any extra- provincial j iirisdiotion of the Central Government in an 
area outside the Jh'ovinces shall be as valid as if it had been done according to tbo 
local law then in force in that area. 

6. Evidence as to existence or extent of jurisdiction.— (J) If in any proeeeciing, 
civil or criminal, in a Court established in the IVovincos or by the aiithonly of the 
Central Government (lutsido the Erovinecs, any question aii.sos ns to the existence 
or extent of any extra-provincial jiuisdiction of the Oentral Govorimieni, the Sec- 
retary to the Govenimont of India in the appropriate department .shall, on the 
application of the Court, send to the Court tho dooision of the Central Government 
on tbe question, and that decision shall for the pmqiosHH of thopioceedim,, bo final.- 

(2) The Court shall send to tho said Secretary, in a docnmoiit under the seal 
of tho Goiut or signed by u judge of the Court, questions framed so as properly to 
raise the question, and sufficient answers to those questions shall bo retuiiied 
to the Court by the Secretary and those answers shall on production theiool be 
conclusive evidoiioe of the matters therein contained.
